Leeper and 
Scott then fired simultaneously only a 
short distance apart. 
Finally Scott 


fell, but sot up and fired two more 
shots and escaped. 
Constable Leeper 


was carried Into the Palm saloon and 
medical aid summoned. 


Dr. Gibson testified to the nature 


of the wound from which Scott died, 
He said the ball pased between the 
tenth and eleventh ribs on the right 
side. It passed through the lower por- 
tion of the liver and lodged near the 
spinal column. Witness took the ball 
after it was extracted to Matt Parrott, 
who pronounced It a 41-calibre. 


Frank Kelsey and Guy Clark testified 


to substantially the same as the first 
witness. Their evidence agreed With 
the statements they made to The Jour 
nal the day after the shooting.

omparative cost, but it is possible that the senate 
ixjority will take the other view. The contest is 
ikely to be an earnest one under the changed con- 
litions until the lines are fully determined.

Representative Newlands has ad- 


dressed the following letter to Western 
Senators and Representatives: 


House of Representatives, Washing- 
ton, D. C., Dec. 2*. 1*01. 


Dear Sir: 


At a meeting of the Senators, Rep- 


resentatives and Delegates represent- 
ing the following States and Territor- 
ies, vis, Nebraska, Kansas, Oklahoma, 
North Dakota, South Dakota, Montana, 
Wyoming, Utah, Colorado, New Mex- 
ico, Aritona, Nevada, Idaho, Washing- 
ton, Oregon, California, held on the 3rd 
day of December, an organisation was 
effected by the selection of Senator 
Francis E. Warren of Wyoming as 
Chairman and Representative Aahton 
C. Shallenberger of Nebraska as Sec- 
retary. At this meeting the Chairman 
ua» authorized to appoint a commit- 
tee- consisting of one Senator. Repre- 
sentative or Delegate from each of the 
above States and Territories, to which 
Senator Warren was added as Chair- 


man.

•evision also authorized the Secretary 
'o call a meeting of the general com- 
nlttee for Tuesday, the 7th day of 
January, at eight o'clock, at the rooms 
rf the Committee on Claims. At that 
time final action will be taken on the 
bill, and a call will thereafter be made 
Tor a general meeting of all the Sena- 
tors and Representatives from the arid 
and semi-arid States and Territories 
to act upon it. 


In order to expedlate the action, it 


is deemed advisable to send a copy of 
the bill to each of the Senators and 
Representatives from the arid 
and 


3eml-arld States, and to invite sugges- 
tions and criticism. Senators and Rep- 
resentatives are urged to present their 
views in writing as quickly as possible, 
in order that they may be fully con- 
sidered by the committee before the 


general meeting of Senators- and Rep- 
resentatives Is catted. 


At the next meeting of the commit- 


tee, the question also of framing a 
bill making specific appropriations; for 
certain reservoir and irrigation works 
will come up. The view* of Senators 
and Representatives on this question, 
and their suggestions as to the specific 
project* to be Included, are invited.

IRRIGATION BILL. 


The bill referred to In Mr. Newlands* 


letter is condensed as follows: 


Section 1. That the proceeds from 


the sale of public lands shall be ap- 
propriated for the construction of Irri- 
gation works. 


Sec 2. That the secretary of the In- 


terior Is authorized to cause to be ex- 
amined and surveyed reservoir sites, 
tunnel sites for the diversion of water 
and irrigation canals connected there- 
with, and artesian well site-* and re- 
quire reports as to the, same. 


Sec. 3. The secretary may wfthdraw 


from public entry lands required for 
such irrigation works and agricultural 
lands which It Is proposed to Irrigate 
thereby. 


Sec. 4. The secretary of the interior 


upon approval of 
the project, shall 


cause to be let contracts for construc- 
tion, provided no contracts shall be 
made where the costs exceeds $10 per 
acre of the lands to be Irrigated. 


Sec. 5. 
Upon completion lands to 


be Irrigated shall be subject to home 
stead entry upon condition of compli- 
ance with the homestead act and re- 
clamation of the land and payment on 
final proof of settlement of $5 per acre 
to be converted into the reclamation 
fund, and eighty acres shall be the 
limit of entry. 


Sec. 6. The reclamation fund to be 


used for the operation and mainten- 
ance of the reservoir $nd Irrigation 
works until payment upon the major- 
ity portion of the irrigable lands are 
made, and then the management and 
operation of ail irrigation works, ex- 
cept reservoirs, shall pass to the own- 
ers of the lands irrigated thereby, to 
be maintained at their expense, the 
reservoirs to be operated and maintain- 
ed by the government until otherwise 
provided by Congress. 


Sec. 1. When there Is more than 


sufficient water for the public lands In 
any project, or if the secretary of the 
interior determine that land In private 
ownership is better suited for the uti- 
lization of the water, or if there is 
sufficiency for both, then water rights 
may be sold upon terms to be pre- 
scribed by the secretary of the inter- 
ior at not less than *5 per acre, but 
no water right shall exceed 
eighty 


acres. 


Section 8 provides for the right of 


condemning property 
necessary for 


reservoirs or irrigation works. 


Section 9 provides that nothing In 


the act shall Interfere with the laws of 
any state or territory relating to water, 
but the water rendered available by 
this act shall be subject to the laws of 
the state. 


Section 10 gives the secretary of the 


interior authority to make rules and 
regulations necessary to carry out the 
provisions of the act. 


Need for More Medical 


Assistance, 


A dispatch from Carson says* Last 


light two telegrams addressed to the 
3overnor were received in this city 
'rom the new mining camp of Tonopah, 
Mev., asking that medical assistance 
»e sent, as the epidemic of pneumonia 
lad got beyond control of the local 
>hyslclans. Dr. Lee, secretary of the 
State Board of Health, left for the 
i amp this morning to act for the State. 


During the past two weeks over a 


score of men have died from pneumo- 
ita, while many are ill. Stages from
